The first new oats of the season 
were taken to the elevaton on 
Thursday last by Messrs. Spankie 
Bros., of Loma. They are of ex¬ 
ceptionally good grade and weight, 
going 46 i>ounds to the bushel. 
Messrs. Spankie have about 400 
acres of the same oats. They are 
the Legowa oats, a very good grade 
which yields well. The shipment 
went through the Terwilliger ele¬ 
vator. _ 


After what appeared to be a 
breakdown in the negotiations be¬ 
tween the Stavely and the owners 
of the Severson elevator, the 
farmers have purchased the ele¬ 
vator for $13,000 cash. Tlie diffi¬ 
culty at first was over a difference 
of $2,000, and the farmers 'prac¬ 
tically gave up consideration of the 
proposition. Eventually, however, 
they re-entered into the matter, 
arid agreed to divide the difference. 


Well, we are at the harvesting at 
last. Everybody is talking of har¬ 
vest, the farmer, the storekeeper, 
and the professional man. and all 

I are on the same optimistic note. 

! The machines are busy in all 
directions. Repairs are finished, 
cook-cars and bundle racks built, 
and they are out in the fields amid 
the hum of incessant activity. As 
we said last week-, farmers estimates 
of their own crop increased when 
they cut, afid those who have had 
the opportunity of seeing the grain 
when threshed, are not disap¬ 
pointed. Grain is already being 
drawn to the elevators. The first 
oats that went to the local elevators 
was of good quality, weighing 46 
pounds to' the bushel. Wheat is 
very heavy too.. The wheat crop 
is practically safe now and promises- 
to be of exceptionally good quality, 
and the yield for the country is 
estimated at about the same as last 
year, between 180,000,000 and 
190,000,000 bushels. 

Barley is going to enjoy a fairly 
good demand as stocks are pretty 
well cleaned up, and it ought to 
maintain a good price. 

Flax ought to come in for a ris¬ 
ing market-took, as—the estimates 
tend to show that the world’s crop 
is somewhere about 20% to 25% 
below that or last year. 


When it was first known that 
Britain would not participate in

Out of .the one-time vaat number of 
blaon that roamed and held the great 
American plains aa their own, there 
remain but few. 

For unrecorded ages the bison held 
all the fertile grazing land of tbla 
country aa\tbelr own. The greater 
part of these herds were In the sonth 
and West, but when Europeans began 
to settle In America small bunches of 
Uie animals were occasionally .found 
near the Atlantic coast, though they 
were generally rare everywhere east 
of the ^Appalachian Mountains.

of the Appalachian Mountains. From 
Kentucky across the continent to Ne¬ 
vada. from the Oreat Slave Lake on 
the north to Oeorgla and Mexico on 
the south, the jtlson wandered In 
mighty droves, migrating as snow¬ 
storms and droughts dictated. 

Wide, rolling plains blackened as far 
a z the sharp eyes of the settlers could 
reach with huge, shaggy, humpbacked 
beasts, bellowing, fighting and pawing 
the earth until it trembled as though 
an earthquake approached. 

It Is almost Impossible for the aver¬ 
aged person of today to realize whati 
the numbers of these herds amounted 
to, though an Idea may be formed 
-from the statement of Colonel Dodge 
In a report to the United States Na¬ 
tional Museum. In making a Journey 
through Arkansas he passed through a 
continuous herd of buffalo for twenty- 
five miles. 

The whole country appeared to he 
one mass of buffalo moving slowly to 
the northward, he says, and it was 
only when actually among them that 
It could be ascertained that the appar¬ 
ently solid mass was an agglomera¬ 
tion of Innumerable small herds of 
from fifty to two hundred animals, sep¬ 
arated from the surrounding herds by 
greater or less space, but still separ¬ 
ated. When I reached a point where 
the bills were no longer than a mile 
from the road, the buffalo on the hills 
seeing an unusua' object In their rear 
turned, stared an Instant, then started 
, stampeding ar.d bringing with them 
the numberless herds th ough which 
they passed, and pouring down on me 
all the herds, no longer separated, but 
one immense, compact mass of plung¬ 
ing animals mad with frig '..t and as

By using conv'ct labor, how¬ 
ever, the rock was gradually cut back 
first to permit the building of graving 
docks and later to make room for 
building si'ps and shops near water 
level. The work has been continued 
until at present two-thirds of the 
total area of thirty-three acres has 
been brought to ft practically uniform 
level of about fifteen feet above high 
tide.

Vegetables For Children. 

This Is the time of year to cul¬ 
tivate a child's taste for fresh 
vegetables, which give needed 
vartetyof food and furnish adds 
and salts that are essential to the 
proper balancing of tbe diet. 

After the third jeer, authorities 
say, a child may safely cat any 
fresh vegetable, provided it Is 
thoroughly cooked. A good rule 
for the proper preparation of 
vegetables for children la to bare 
them so welt, cooked that they 
can be easily mashed with a 
fork. 

Green vegetables Intended for 
children are especially recom¬ 
mended when in the form of a 
puree, tbe thoroughly boiled veg¬ 
etable being pressed through a 
sieve. Such purees serve a good 
purpose as the foundation for 
a portion of meat, fish or poultry. 
They may also be thinned with 
hot milk or equal parts of milk 
and water and used as a soup.

POOR MOTHERS' PENSIONS. 


They Are New Authorized by Law In 
Eighteen States. 

Stale wide mothers’ pension laws 
a re now In effect In sixteen ntates, 
and laws covering certain cities are 
In effect In t^o additional states. Tbe 
sixteen states are: California, Colora-. 
do. Idaho, Illinois, Iowa, Michigan, 
Minnesota. Nebraska, New Hampshire, 
New Jersey, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsyl¬ 
vania, South Dakota, Utah, Washing¬ 
ton. 

Tbe two Btates In which Inws exist 
covering certain communities are Mis¬ 
souri and Wisconsin, tbe Missouri law 
covering St. Louis and Kansas City 
and tbe-Wisconsin law covering Mil¬ 
waukee. 

In addition, mothers’ pension laws 
exist In Australlu (Victoria) and in 
New Zealand.. 

As a rule, tbe laws limit pensions 
to mothers of children under a certain 
age, varying from fourteen to eighteen 
years. In some cases the money may 
be paid to a person, other than tho 
mother, designated by the court In 
all cases there must bo an Investiga¬ 
tion by tbo Juvenile court or by apt 
.-gent of a charitable society or b?. 
s'-me state board or statfe attorney or 
by commissioners directly appointed 
by the governor.—Outlook.

Thunderstorm*

Canadian Bads Ar* Being Revived sA 
Eastern Coast. 

I A vigorous effort is being made te 
revive the Canadian Oyster industry 
in the Maritime Provinces. 

An agreement has been reached be¬ 
tween the Dominion Government and 
the Maritime Provinces regarding th# 
title to shore fisheries in the letter, 
Mr. Frost'says, a*d already the most 
famous and most productive areas, 
i those of' Prince Edward Island, have 
, been surveyed and are now being 
; leased fpr private oyster culture. Sites 
for these oyster beds are open to lor- 
eign as well as Canadian oyster com- 
j panies, and Government instruction 
and assistance will be given to those 
who undertake to* build up leased oys¬ 
ter bedB. * 

» * The species of oyyter found in east¬ 
ern Canada is the same as that of ths 
entire Atlantio coast of North -Amer¬ 
ica. The Canadian beds are confined 
almost wholly to the extreme south¬ 
ern shore o( the Gulf of St. Lawrence. 
The Maritime oyster matures some¬ 
what more slowly than that of ths 
southern regions, requiring four to 
five years before being of best market 
able size, while more southerly oys¬ 
ters require but three to four years. 
Its shell is comparatively heavy and 
rough, moreover, and with irregular' 
laminations) which make it difficult 
to open. It is said to stand shipment 
and storage better than the more 
southern oyster. 

The adverse conditions which have 
brought the oyster beds of these pro¬ 
vinces to their present condition have 
been numerous. 

The most influential factor in the 
destruction of the Maritime oyster 
beds, is authoritatively stated to havs 
been the practice by farmers sf dredg¬ 
ing for so-called mussel mud, in real¬ 
ity oyster mud, for fertilizer. This 
material consists of a deposit of di». 
integrated mussel, clam and oyster 
1 shell, and contains many of the shells 
themselves, and even live Crustacea, 
Under the belief that the shells con¬ 
stitute its most valuable portion the 
l diggers have sought to operate where 
the shells were most numerous, often 
upon the very oyster beds themselves. 
The value of mussel mud as a ferti¬ 
lizer is problematical, since if used 
without copious animhl or other ni¬ 
trates its lime extract the nitrogen 
I from the land disastrously. It is un¬ 
questionably a soil stimulant, how¬ 
ever, and for many years the farmers 
i disputed with the fishermen on the 
contention that the oyster industry 
was less important than the mud dig- 
1 ging. In 1877 Governmental experts 
recommended that no mud be dredged 
within 60 yards of a living oyster 
bed, and in 1892 a regulation was put 
in force prohibiting digging within 
200 yards of oyster beds. This restric¬ 
tion has now shown itself beneficial to 
! the industry.’* 

I A good measure of succes3 for Cana¬ 
dian oyster culture is foreshadowed 
not only by the experience of oyster 
farmers in the United States, France, 
England and Japan, but also by the 
experiments conducted here by the 
Dominion Government and by private 
enterprise. Capt. Ernest Kemp, the 
oyster expert of the Canadian Govern¬ 
ment, has built two large artificial 
oyster beds which, although dating 
but from the summers of 1910 and 1911, 
give every promise of being highly 
successful and productive. In 1910 an 
i area of four acres in the outer portion 
i of Richmond Bay was planted with 
! 363 bushels of small dysters obtained 
I from the bars off Ram and'Curtain Is¬ 
lands in the same bay. This bed is at 
t present in excelle^k condition. In 
1911 another four-adte tract was pre- 
1 pared near Caribou Island, off Pictou 
County, in the 6traita of Northumber¬ 
land, and was planted with about 
twenty-five barrels of Richmond Bay 
oysters. • 

From the quantities of oyster* for¬ 
merly produced in island waters, how¬ 
ever, it is evident that there must be 
sufficient food matter present there to 
support from aix to eight times as 
large a yield as the current one, if 
the proper aites are chosrn. 

House* Built Without N*ilo. 

In Alberta there is a village of 
houses which have been constructed 
without nails. A* a matter of fact, 
’ little or do hardware of any character 
has entered Into their construction. 
There house* have been built by Ru- 
thenian immigrants and their archi¬ 
tecture is quite novel. Their first at¬ 
tempts at house-building are usually 
of the kind they had been accustomed 
to over in Europe, and their buildings 
are of the typical Ruthenian style— 
log, pitch-roofed, thatched and wide 
In the eaves. In many cases these 
buildings are pvt up without a dol¬ 
lar’s worth of hardware., Even the 
door, an affair of slender twigs woven 
and laced together, swings on home¬ 
made hinges and is latched with a 
wooden hasp. The floors are of hewn 
logs, unnailed. The roof, as the fav¬ 
orite Russlam-roof always is, is a won¬ 
derful fabrio -of poles and crosawoven 
wheat straw, 10 inches thick, packed 
tight and solid, and laid with such 
care that it will shed the weather for 
twenty years.

Why Duels are Harmless 
- A large proportion of the duels In 
France end without bloodshed. When 
the offence Is Lot ve.y serious it Is 
agreed beforehand that the words of 
ccmmand shall be given so rapidly 
that duelll-’s will not have time to 
take good aim. Sometimes three 
shots are exchanged without a hit and 
then the seconds step In and—honor 
la satisfied. At the word ‘Fire!’ the 
pistol Is raised instantly, and It must 
"be discharged not later that’ the word 
three, so the speed with which thrse 
words are given regulates the time in 
which It Ie possible to take aim. 
Therefore the speed with which they 
are spjken Is agreed upor beforehand 
this depending upon the seriousness of 
the duel. The words are timed with 
a metronome. If the encounter be 
very serious this is set at the slow¬ 
est speed, eighty beats a minute, 
which gives tirtle for taking accurate 
aim. A speed of 140 beats a minute 
allows no time for aiming, and there¬ 
fore Is used when the seconds consid¬ 
er the duel should be mad: as little 
dangerous as possible.

Pathetic Witnesses of Qrlrr Tragedy 
of Capt. Scott 

A big plain cooking pot, whose in¬ 
terior has been scraped clean and bare 


lng shovel, the inner lining of the tent 
in which the remain i of Captain Scott 
and hie companions were found by the 
search party, an a shabby much- 
thumbed sixpenny editioi. of Mary 
Johnston’s story of old Vigil la, ‘By 
Ord^r of the Company,' which when 
picked up In Captain Bcott’s tent, was 
curiously enough open gt a .chapter 
headed: We ».o out into the Night — 
these are among the relics of the great 
Antarctic tragedy whlc;. were brough: 
back by the Terra Nova, and which 
are now attracting thousands of peo¬ 
ple to the Earl’s Court Exhibition, 
“where they are being shown. 

It is a pathetic and most impress¬ 
ive collection, and not the least inter¬ 
esting featuroiS'-an exact model in 
section of the igloo, or cavo, dug in 
the snow by the northern party of 
the expedition, who were forced to 
winter in Terra Nova bay owing to 
the ship being unable to pick them 
,up. For seven months the party liv¬ 
ed in the cave of snow and ice, on ta- 
tions sufficient for only one month. 
There were six men altogether, under 
Lieut. Campbell, and they used blub¬ 
ber for everything—food, light aud 
fuel. When found, their ice cave was 
as black, as a coal mine w! h carbon, 
and so were the men. 

When Lieut. Campbell visited the 
exhibition he remarked to Lord Chey- 
lesmore that he shivered when he 
looked upon the realistic reproduction 
of..the igloo, which brought tack to 
him mind so vividly those terrible 
long seven months. 

Among other relics might be men¬ 
tioned the theodolite which fixed the 
position of the South Pole, the cam¬ 
era with which photographs of the 
Pole were taken, uledgltag thermom¬ 
eter and compase, a repair bag, a 
lamp mode from an empty tin to 
burn a mixtun of vaseliue and spirit, 
a typewriter, several sleeping bags, 
skis of Capt. Scott, Lieut. Bowers and 
Dr. Wilson, anti an instrument box 
which Captain Scott and hiB party 
used on the return from the Pole. 

The ant of death Is perhaps the 
most striking of the relics. It is the 
inner lining only, the outer covering 
having been used as a pall for the 
bodies—a tiny structure hardly, to all 
appearances, fit shelter against the 
Antarctic blizzard.

Serious attacks of colic and other 
troubles, digestive and otherwise, 
are very often caused at this time 
of the .year by changing the horse's 
feed from the old oats on to the 
new. This change should be made 
gradually, and careful attention 
should be given to have the old, 
and new oats mixed until the horse 
becomes accustomed to the new j 
feed. New oats are liable to cause j 
sudden fermentation in the animal 's j 
stomach, and it is well in any event j 
to mix the feed with bran. Serious 
losses sometimes result from the 
indiscriminate feeding of new oats.
